andwriting Experts Say They Forged Documents 
Used By Reds To Convict Cardinal Mindszenty 


New York—(NC)—Many of the 
documents used by Hungarian 
communists to convict Josef Car- 
dinal Mindszenty were forgeries, 
say Hanna and Laszlo Sulner, offi- 
cial handwriting and document ex- 
perts of the Hungarian courts at 
the time of the Cardinal’s trial. 
They know, the Sulners say, be- 
cause they made the forgeries. 

Mr. Sulner, who escaped from 
Hungary with his wife last year 
testifies that the communists 
forced him to use his skill as an 
expert to falsify a number of the 


.documents on which the trial was 


based. Mrs. Sulner states that she 
was forced to make a false ana- 
lysis of the Cardinal’s handwriting, 
which the communists used to 
smear his character and brand him 
as a “criminal.” They complied 
with communist demands, Mr. Sul- 
ner says, because it was a case of 
“cooperate or hang.”

Hungary—in “The Mindszenty 
Forgeries,” a series of articles 
syndicated by the New York 
Herald Tribune “after painstaking 
investigation of its authenticity.” 
Special permission was given the 
N.C.W.C.. News Service by the 
Herald Tribune syndicate to run a 
story on the series. 


Among the documents Mr. Sul- 
ner admits forging were a note in 
Cardinal Mindszenty’s own hand- 
writing opposing land reform; a 
note in the handwriting of the Car- 
dinal’s lawyer, Jusztin Barannyai, 
which was used as evidence that 
the Cardinal had conspired with 
the United States to overthrow the 
Hungarian government, and a 
typewritten note, signed by Amer- 
ican Minister to Hungary, Seldin 
Chapin, concerning the American- 
held Crown of St. Stephen. These 


and other forged documents were 
all included in the Yellow Book 
published by the communist-domi- 
nated Hungarian government in an 
attempt to convince world opinidn 
that the Cardinal-Primate of Hun- 
gary had been given a fair trial. 


In making his forgeries, Mr. Sul- 
ner states, he used as a mechanical 
aid a handwriting selection mach- 
ine invented by his wife’s father, 
the late Prof. Julius Fischof, hand- 
writing expert known §interna- 
tionally for his work in the Drey- 
fus case. In the hands of an ex- 
perienced technician, the author 
explains, the machine can be used 
to make forgeries good enough to 
deceive an expert, but it cannot 
be used to good effect by an ama- 
teur. 


The Hungarian police, for ex- 
ample, once borrowed the machine 
for two weeks, during which time, 
Mr. Sulner claims, they made at

least one copy of it. The forgeries 
they made with:their copy of the 
machine, howéVer, were very poor, 
although a few of them were in- 
troduced as evidence at the trial. 

Microfilm copies of his forgeries 
and of the documents used in pre- 
paring them were made by Mr. 
Sulner as he worked on them. Be- 
fore escaping from Hungary he 
gave the microfilms to “an agent 
of a Western power,” who got 
them safely out of the country. 
These copies aré allegedly used in 
the series as proof of the author's 
claims. 

According to Mr. Sulner, the 
reason why the communists in- 
sisted on acquiring expert forger- 
ies, rather than relying on the 
amateur efforts of the Hungarian 
police, was their desire to use 
them as propaganda. They were te 
be exhibited at the trial and to fool 
Western experts they had to be 
extremely well made, he says.

Rome —(Radio, NC)— Students 
of the religious. situation § in 
tumania are generally convinced 
that Archbishop Gerald P. O’Hara, 
Bishop of Savannah-Atlanta, was 
expelled because the Red regime 
does not want a Church observer 
with diplomatic immunity present 
as it tries to impose its own “spir- 
itual authorities” on the Catholic 
Church there. 

A similar conviction has been 
expressed by Osservatore Komano, 
Vatican City daily. The expulsion 
of the papal representative, it said, 
forms part of the campaign for 
“fitting the Catholic Church into 
the framework of the Rumanian 
Constitution,” 

Archbishop O’Hara ‘and his staff 
were ousted by the Rumamian re- 
gime after an “espionage” trial, 
indicting the prelate’s chauffeur, 
allegedly involved the Archbishop 
in spy activities. 

The idea of molding the Church 
to the pattern of the Red constitu- 


tion, it is pointed out, has been 
constantly repeated in Rumanian 
propaganda since the beginning of 
this year. It was begun when the 
Red regime apparently gave up in 
its attempt to persuade any of the 
country’s imprisoned Bishops to 
“cooperate” with the government. 
The regime then adopted the 
idea of drawing up its own “con- 
stitution” for the Catholic Church 
and to obtain approval for it 
through “popular plebiscites” of 
priests and the faithful, ? 
The Red propaganda setup ham- 
mered away at the theme, calling 
the whole movement a “campaign 
for peace.” At the same time, it

Catholic Press Celebrates 
Centenary In New South Wales 


Sydney—(NC)—New South Wales, most populous state 
in the Australian ‘Commonwealth, is celebrating the comple- 
of continuous Catholic journalism.

On November 9, 1895, 
a second Catholic weekly, The 
Catholic Press, began publication. 
Both this and The Freeman were 
ated on March 5, 1942, 
into Catholic Weekly, which 
is still being published. And now 
each of the other five Australian 
states also has its own Catholic 
paper, besides numerous diocesan 
and parish papers. 
Australia was first settled by 
the British in 1770 and used as 
a convict settlement to relieve over- 
gt English prisons beginning 
in 1788. Self-government was es- 
tablished less than 100 years ago. 
ee was founded in 


The Church began to operate 
freely only in the twenties of the 
last century. Today there are 
about 1,400,00 Catholics in a pop- 
ulation of nearly 8,000,000. re 
are 931 parishes, 2.371 churches, 
one Cardinal, over 30 Bishops 
2,500 priests, 12,500 nuns an 
Brothers and thousands of schools 
and charitable institutions. 


The first Catholic newspaper in 
Australia appeared more than a 
racy ago. It was the Australa- 
sian Chronicle, published from 1839 
to 1848. It was founded by William 
Augustine Duncan, a brilliant 
oung scotsman an da convert, who 
d studied with the Benedictines 
and is remembered as Australia’s 
“first Catholic scholar.” 


The Freeman’s Journal was 
founded by a famous Irish pioneer 
priest, Archdeacon McEncroe, one 
of the most colorful figures in the 
life of the Church in Australia. 
Because most of the Catholics were 
Irish-born or of Irish descent, The

To years ago Father James Conroy of the Youth Department 
of O.S.V. organized a movement to enroll Catholic youths in a.

Therese, by Francois Mauriac 


Henry Holt and Co. $3.00, 


This translated French novel is 
striking, yet most people would 
waste time by reading it. It is 
striking because it emphasizes a 
period of crisis in the spiritual 
rowth of the author. In this novel 
Seerinc is a pessimistic and 
gloomy Puritan. His loveless Jan- 
senism is thinly disguised; we do 
not find the bursting love which 
makes us think of God rather than 
of our own lovely selves while 
reading his more mature novels 
such as “Vipers’ Tangle.” 


Mauriac is famous for his ability 
to penetrate into the human heart 
—even that of a “bad woman,” 
such as Therese. Yet the prying 
open of her inmost thoughts by 
this Catholic author is not pro- 
foundly Christian. He is too pre- 
occupied with death rather than 
love. So much so that the reader 
is left disillusioned and sad, with 
little hope of heaven for the dying 
Therese. 


Still Mauriae renders us a ser- 
vice. He is realistic. He is not 
unconscious of the evils of the 
world, and he tries valiantly to 
make us aware of them. Every- 
thing is not sweetness and light. 
Therese, a product of our material- 
istic age, marries for money; mar- 
ries a man who hardly understands 
her in the depths of her person- 
ality that is crying for expression. 
Their union is only physical; he 
never listens to her sensitive 
thoughts or emotions. He drives 
her. till she makes an attempt to 
take his life. It fails. So does her 
attempted suicide. She lives on 
the streets, then, and dies. 


Mauriac does not climb to the 
heights of Christian spirituality 
necessary for portraying’ the 
depths of sin: He shows us well 
the depths of fear and hell so

often embodied in the lives of 
people like Therese. But he fails 
to lead us at the same time to the 
heights of joy and heaven. One 


is reminded of Thomas Merton’s 
description (in the “Waters of 
Siloe”) of those grim and gloomy 
post-Reformation Trappists, monks 
who were “Obessed by one -idea, 
they have come to the monastery 
to die, and they must be about 
their business as quickly as pos- 
sible.” They were engulfed in 
“that current that still flowed 
through the Church, bearing the 
pollution of a. thinly disguised 
Jansenism; a formalistic © spirit 
that set up many barriers between 
God and the souls of Christians.” 
Thanks to St. Therese of Lisieux, 
there has been a “complete re- 
action against systems of spiritual- 
ity that placed inordinate empha- 
sis upon sin and made people fix 
their attention on themselves and 
their own miserable souls 
instead of teaching them to believe 
in God’s love, and trust His in- 
finite mercy ...”’ And so it was 
with Mauriac, who later came to 
see the all-pervasiveness of God’s 
love. His later novels show it. 


The mature Mauriac is part of a 
splendid group of modern Fyench 
Catholic writers unknown to too 
many in this country. For those

Teachers Ousted; 


Failed To Sign The 
Stockholm Appeal 


London—(NC)—Polish commun- 
ists are promoting “‘popular meet- 
ings” of parents throughout the 
country to demand the firing of re- 
ligion teachers in schools who re- 
fuse to sign the Stockholm “peace” 
manifesto. 

According to reports received 
here, these demands are made in 
“unanimous resolutions” adopted at 
the meeting. Examples of these 
resolutions have been received here. 

One adopted by the “inhabitants 
of Konopiska” in the district of 
Czestochowa was leveled against 
the Rev. Tadeusz Fejch, religion 
teacher at the local primary 
school. The parents’ committee ex- 
pressed “regret and surprise that 
the educator of their children is 
an enemy of peace and an enemy 
of the children, their lives and 
happiness.” It added: 

“No church or civil law can for- 
bid honest men from signing a 
protest against war, the atom 
bomb and destruction. That is 
why we demand that our children 
be not instructed by a priest who 
opposes the fight for peace.” 

A resolution adopted at Sobotka 
was directed against a Father 
Strohschneider. It said: “On be- 
half of the parents who send their 
children ‘to the school in Sobotka 
we ask the school authorities of 
our province to revoke immediately 
the right of the Rev. Strohschneid- 
er, who did not sign the Stock- 
holm appeal, to teach in our school. 

“This priest showed by that act 


he is an enemy of our country. He 
wants our children to be victims of 
a terrible war which he approves 
by not signing the Peace Appeal. 
Therefore, we denounce him and 
demand that the school authorities 
remove him from our school as an 
enemy of humanity.”

These are but some ofthe ways 
that the Homemaking Home Econ- 
omist has advantage in her social 
life, in addition to making her own 
home.

Benjamin Franklin Of 1600's 


St. Vincent de Paul Was 
Pioneer In Many Fields

|N my days at school I learned to respect the diversified 

talents of Benjamin Franklin, who was in one lifetime a 
diplomat, printer, inventor, author and founder of such di- 
verse institutions as the Saturday Evening Post and our 
modern postal system. It is only recently that I learned of an 
honored son of the Church whose talents were just as varied.

Saint Vincent de Paul, whose? 


feast we celebrate on July 19th, 
was a rare combination of a saint- 
ly man experienced in the adminis- 
tration of matters of the world. 
His talents were enough for 20 
men, and his zeal has been exceed- 
ed by few. He fought heresies, or- 
ganized hospitals, established two 
religious orders and directed a 
third, collected large sums of 
money for the poor, and always 
showed keen sympathy for all the 
downtrodden people of the earth. 


Saint Vincent de Paul was born 
in Gascony in France in 1580— 
and thereby became a brother in 
spirit to those other dashing Gas- 
cons, Cyrano de Bergerac and d’- 
Artagnan. His family were simple 
peasants. Vincent studied, grad- 
uated in theology, and then was 
ordained a priest in the year 1600. 


Sold As Slave 


His earliest adventure came 
when he was returning home 
by sea from Marseilles. Like 
still another great figure in 
history Saint Patrick 
Vincent was taken prisoner and 
sold as a, slave in Tunis in North 
Africa. His zeal for God stood 
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him in good stead, and Vincent 
managed to convert his master to 
Christianity, whereupon the two 
of them escaped from Tunis. 


Back in France, Vincent was as- 
signed to serve as a tutor for a 
large and wealthy French family. 
In addition, he conducted religious 
conferences for the poorer peasants 
of the vicinity. This was not 
enough for Vincent’s vast energy, 
so he began the practice of visit- 
ing the prisoners in the galleys, 
those odious ships where men 
served out their sentences by row- 
ing from foul seats in the hold. 
Before long, Vincent had estab- 
lished a hospital for these galley- 
slaves, who were not used to hav- 
ing any medical attention at all. 
He next decided to establish a re- 
ligious institute, and.he founded 
the Congregation of Priests of the 
Mission, with a vow to bring the 
Word of God to the country peo- 
ple. Fe gaa 
‘Seminaries for training priests | 
were few and far between, and the 
undaunted Vincent de Paul decided 
to do something about the situa- 
tion. He began by giving retreats 
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Paul: ing the poor. 
friends included about 200 ladies 
of very high rank, and Vincent col- 
ected huge sums of money to give 
to the poor. 

Not satisfied with his efforts, he 


and| felt that more people 


if they but knew the need—so with 
characteristic courage, Vincent 
founded a newspaper. It was at 
this expanding period of his life 
that he built several hospitals and 
homes for the poor. 

He became, naturally, a person 
of some consequence in ne 
and Cardinal Richelieu conside 
him a friénd. King Louis XIII 
asked for Vincent when he was 
dying. 

His zeal and his energy never 
diminished. During the war, Vin- 
cent distributed soup to the needy, 
feeding as many as 15,000 a day. 
He fought the Jansenist heretics, 
he helped other religious orders 
(serving as a director of the Sis- 
ters of Visitation for a time), and 
he sent priests to Italy, Ireland, 
Scotland, Poland and Tunis, where 
he himself had been a slave. 

Vincent died at Paris at the 
age of 80.0n September 27, 1660. 
His canonization was begun less 
than 50 years later, and he was 
canonized in 1737. 
life, authorities believe he wrote 
no less than $0,000 letters! Some 
7,000 of these had been collected 
during the 18th Century, but many 
have since been lost. 

The driving power so apparent in 
Saint Vincent de Paul’s life has 
persisted after his death. Thirty 
thousand men and women now be- 
long to the Society of Saint Vin- 
cent de Paul—and give their time 
to comforting the inmates of pris- 
ons and the patients in hospitals, to

The Saint Vincent de Paul Medal 
is an honor awarded annually by 
St. John’s University in wn Ang 
to a layman who contributes out-

The order of Vincentians (which 
Saint Vincent founded in Paris in 
1625) still flourishes. Their full 
title is Congregation of the Mis- 
sion of Saint Vincent de Paul. The 
General Motherhouse is in Paris, 
but the Order serves throughout 
the United States. 
The Sisters of Charity of Saint 
Vincent de Paul also continue to 
the torch of helpfulness lit 
by their founder. There are Moth- 
erhouses in New York City, Mt. St. 
Joseph, Ohio, Convent Station, N., 
J., and Greensburg, Penna. There 
are also Sisters of Charity es- 
tablished in Halifax (Nova Scotia) 
and Tyrol (Austria), and both 
have Sisters in this country. The 
Daughters of Charity, going back 
to their establishment in 1633, are 
also found throughout the United

‘basilieas (these are large churches 
distinguished by rows of pillars 
which separate the side aisles from 
the center) in France and in Can- 
ada, and of course there are many 
churches dedicated to Saint Anne 
in several countries. 

No other religious center draws 
4s many visiters (unless you in- 
clude Rome, the Eternal City) -as 
the Shrine of Saint Anne de Beau- 
pre in Canada. In 1948, for ex- 
ample, over a million pilgrims and 
visitors came to the Shrine, and 
many of them sought help for their 
infirmities and illnesses. 


The Shrine in the little village 
of Quebec is over 300 years old, 
and has its origin in the rescue of 
some French seamen from a storm 
on the Saint Lawrence River. A 
little chapel was erected at the 
site where the seamen reached 
land—-when a villager who was 
helping to lift a stone in place 
was miraculously cured of an ill- 
ness of long-standing. Since that 
day in the 1600’s, the Shrine of 
Saint Anne has grown, and today 
there are schools, a hospital, 
churches and the great Basilica. 
Near the altar is a collection of 
crutches: and wheel chairs left by 
grateful supplicants who have been 
miraculously cured. 


This week, on July 26th, the 
feast day of Saint Anne will be 
celebrated at Beaupre. There is 
every indication that a record num- 
ber of people will be present to 
receive the Sacraments.

A Hard Job 


Hearing confessions is far more 
trying than the layman imagines. 


The priest must*be constantly on 


the alert, in a state of concentra- 


tion: it is his duty to see that the 
penitent tells the number and 
species, of his mortal sins. He 
must make sure that he is sorry. 
He must correct and advise him. 
Where there are no mortal sins, 


he must elicit the confessions of 


venial sins or, if necessary, of past 
sins, so that his absolution will 
take effect. . 

There are habitual sinners and 
backsliders; half-hearted and luke- 
warm pentients; penitents who 
confess too loud and those who 
can barely be heard; penitents who 
are hard of hearing; penitents with 
exasperating mannerisms; peni- 
tents with bad breath, those who 
literally do not understand English, 
who do not know the Act of Con- 
trition. And just when your nerves 
are most on edge and the sweat is 
trickling down your chest and onto 
your stomach, you will get a peni- 
tent who has not confessed in ten 
or twenty years—which means that 
you must examine his conscience 
and practically make his confession 
for him.

HE House of Loretto is designed 

for training in good, solid 
Christian family life.

A sifting of numerous reports 
from mainland missions results in 
this picture of the position of the 
Church in China today. 

Religious freedom in the full 
sense does not exist under the 
Communist government, but no 
direct religious persecution exists 
either. The Government proclaims 
a policy of guaranteeing religious 
freedom but explains this as free- 
dom of internal worship. It does 
does not admit freedom to propa- 
gate religion, while it guarantees 
freedom to criticize and oppose 
religion. The Government. shows 
openly that it regards religion as 
“the opiate of the people,” but 
many of the actual annoyances 
and restrictions imposed on the 
Church depend on the attitude of 
local authorities. 

A communist newspaper in 
Peking recently reported a speech 
by Mao Tze-tung at a meeting of 
the People’s Consultative Confer- 
ence. In it he declared that the 
Catholic Church in China has done 
much good and therefore must be 
respected. On the same page how- 
ever a violent article appeared, 
attacking the Church as the 
“running dog” of American imper- 
lalists and repeating the usual 
trite accusations. Such press 
attacks are frequent all over 


but in the country they are often 
borrowed for Communist meetings. 
Usually the same buildings can be 
used for Mass, though the frequent 
requisitioning by the Communists 
deprives the people of the habitual 


executive secretary. Recently the 
Shanghai office of the Committee 
distributed more than 27,000 U.S. 
dollars for effective use by Catholic 
hospitals and orphanages through- 
‘out ten provinces.

‘mission was to be the same as his: 
'*As the Father has sent Me, so I 


also send you” (John 20:22). On 
that very same occasion, while 
breathing on them, as God did on 
the newly-formed body of Adam, 
He said: “Receive the Holy 
Spirit; whose sins you shall for- 
give, they are forgiven them; and 
whose sins you shall retain, they 
are retained” (John 20:23). 

If Christ intended that in His 
Kingdom in this world there should 
be offered, without interruption, to 
the Heavenly Father a worship 
which was infinite, then He Him- 
self had to be a “priest forever.” 
David, one thousand years before 
the advent of Christ, predicted that 
He would be “a priest forever ac- 
cording to the order of Melchise- 
dech” (Psalm 109:4). He exercised 
that priesthood the first time at 
the Last Supper, and immediately 
after making the offering, He said 
to the Apostles “Do ye this in com- 
memoration of Me” (Luke 22:20), 

It was through the Apostles and 
their successors, therefore, that He 
would be a “priest forever,” giving 
infinite glory to God in the high- 
est”. (Luke 2:14). It would be the 
“clean oblation” to be offered 
among the Gentiles “in every 
place” (Mal. 1:10-11). 

When Christ said, on His last 
day on earth, that He would be 
with His Church “all days even 
unto the consummation of the 
world” (Matt. 28:20), He made it 
clear that His original Apostles 
were to have successors, and that 
they, therefore, would be empower- 
ed and commissioned to do the 
same things which the Apostles 
were empowered and commissioned 
to 


0. 

Just as St. Paul ordained Titus 
and Timothy and others mentioned 
in the Acts of the Apostles, so, it 
can be assumed, all the Apostles 
first chose and then ordained or 
consecrated co-workers who would 
later on be their successors. 


|Reformers Self-Sent 


The case is entirely different 
with the reformers. Not one of 
them was a Bishop and, therefore 


back to Christ if the links forged 
during fifteen centuries are miss- 
ing from their chain. 


The importance of Apostolic 
succession is emphasized by the 
Orthodox Clurches. It is the only 
claim they offer in proof of their 
existence throughout the nineteen 
centuries, They can be connected 
with the original Apostles only 
through the Catholic Church from 
which they broke away, but be- 
cause they had Bishops validly 
consecrated, these could validly 
consecrate others, 


The High Church Anglican dif- 
fers from all other branches in 
their unproved claim that the Bish- 
ops of their Church can trace their 
succession through the Catholic 
Bisheps prior to the Reformation 
back to the Apostles. 


Christ was very emphatic about 
the manner in which Apostles must 
be selected. “You have not chosen 
Me, but I have chosen you,” He 
said (John 15:16). And Paul 
writes: “Neither does any man take 
the honor to himself; he takes it 
who is called by God as Aaron 
was” (Hebr. 5:4). 


The same Apostles referring to 
the divine commission needed for 
an Apostle asked: “How are men 
to preach unless they be sent?” 
(Rom. 10:15), which means- how 
can one represent Christ as teacher 
unless he is commissioned by 
Christ to teach? The Apostles, but 
none others, were so commissioned 
on the day of the Ascension when 
Christ said, “Go ye teach all na- 
tions” (Matt. 28:19), 

St. Ignatius of Antioch, who 
ruled that See during the lifetime 
of St. John, the Apostle, wrote in 
his letter to the Syaneans (8:2) 
“Where the Bishop is there let the 
multitude of believers be, even as 
where Jesus Christ is there is the 
Catholic Church.” 


St. Ignatius also mentions the 
several successors of Peter during 
the first century; St. Cyprian men- 
tions the successors of Peter dur- 
ing the second century; and St. 
Augustine recounts them all up 
until his time—the fifth century. 
During these centuries there was 
no other Christian Church than the 
Catholic. 


Any peculiar event at the time of 
birth will serve as a name for un- 
suspecting infants in Nyegina, Af- 
rica, according to Father Louis I.

Survey Shows Growth 
In Family Activities

7 HE past year showed marked growth in the rapidly devel- 

oping apostolate of the Christian family. This was the 
general conclusion resulting from the annual survey of activ- 
ity programs in the field of marriage and the family recently 
completed by the Family Life Bureau of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference. It shows that the far-flung efforts and 


programs of the Bureau over the 
past two decades, and the many 
agencies and organizations cooper- 
ating with it, are bearing fruit in 
abundance. 

As heretofore, considerable va- 
riety continues to characterize 
family activity programs. How- 
ever, the experience of years has 
gradually shown certain types of 
activity to be more feasible and 
useful than others, and as a result 
efforts have logically been centered 
more in these, while less at- 
tention has been given to others. 
Particularly outstanding the past 
year have been marriage prepara- 
tion forums or courses, family re- 
treats, discussion groups—espec- 
ially so in the field of parent édu- 
cation or child care and training— 
and the reintroduction of religious 
practices into the home.

ly sponsored by the Family Life 
Bureau, continued to show appre- 
ciable growth. Sponsored for the 
most part by diocesan and other 
local units of Councils of Catholic 
Women, these have served both to 
arouse interest in the family and 
to provide an effective solution for 
the delinquency of the day. 

Rapid growth among religious 
family practices continued during 
the year. Outstanding among 
them are: the parental blessing; 
the enthronement of the Sacred 
Heart in the home; the use of a 
variety of sacramentals; the cele- 
bration of name days and baptis- 
mal anniversaries in the home: 
common family prayers and devo- 
tions. 

A noteworthy trend in the 
past year has been the sponsor- 
ing of programs for husbands 


and wives together. This devel- 


tivities that have been consistent-’ 


opment is characteristic, for in- 
stance, of the family retreat, the 
Holy Family Guilds, and of a 
variety of forms and lecture 
series. 

A relatively new and particu- 
larly promising growth during the 
summer vacation months was the 
sponsoring of family life institutes 
for teaching Sisters at a number of 
religious motherhouses and educa- 
tional institutions. These insti- 
tutes serve to prepare the Sisters 
to focus greater attention on the 
family than has been done hereto- 
fore in the various branches taught 
in the grade school. Courses on 
marriage and the family in Catho- 
lic high schools continued to show

Red DriveResumed 
To Unite Eastern- 
Rites To Moscow 


Vatican City —(NC)— The re- 
lentless war since 1945 to wipe out 
the Eastern-Rite Catholic Church 
in Iron Curtain countries by 
“uniting” it to Russian orthodoxy 
has now spread to Slovakia. 


According to a front-page ed- 
itorial in .Osservatore Romano, 
Vatican City daily, a persecution 
of Eastern-Rite Catholics in the 
Slovak diocese of Presov is being 
carried on with a violence remini- 
scent of ancient times. 


The editorial lists the following 
facts: 


1 Bishop Pavel Gojdic of Presov 
has disappeared and nobody knows 
where he is being held. 


2 Reliable news is _ lacking 
about his Auxiliary, Bishop Basil 
Hopkow. 


3 About 100 Eastern-Rite Slo- 
vak priests have been placed in 
concentration camps or prisons. 


4 Priests offering to resign 
their parishes rather than aposta- 
tize are charged with “sabotage,” 
punishable by six-years’ imprison- 
ment. 


5 Only apostate priests receive 
pensions. 

6 High school students refus- 
ing to apostatize are barred from 
taking final examinations. 

7 Police patrols in Slovakia are 
engaged in hunting what they de- 
scribe as “obstinate” priests. 


Linz, Austria —(NC)— The re- 
ported death of one prominent 
Czech priest in prison and the 
serious illness of another has 
caused great apprehension among 
Czechoslovak Catholics about the 
fate of hundreds of other priests 
in Red prisons and forced labor 
camps. 


The Very Rev. Jan Blesik, Re- 
demptorist provincial, is reported 
to have died in prison, and the 
Very Rev. Jan Urban, imprisoned 
Franciscan provincial, is reported 
seriously ill.

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‘Secretary Acheson Hits Sto 
| Peace Appeal As Red Hypocrisy 
In View Of The Crisis In Korea 


Washington —NC)— As Amer- 
ican communist sponsors clai 
1,000,000 signatures for the Stock- 
holm “Peace Appeal” in 40 states, 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
bluntly warned against the “basic 
hypocrisy” of the Kremlin-inspired 
world maneuver. The communist 
high-pressure “peace” drive - has 
even gone as far as to misrepresent 
the views of Catholic Cardinals 
and Bishops. 


The Stockholm “Peace Appeal,” 
adopted last March by the com- 
munist World Congress f Partis- 
ans of Peace, not only calls for the 
out-lawing of atomic weapons, but 
brands as a “war criminal” the 
nation first using the A-bomb. In 
answer to this retary Acheson 
defined the term “war criminal” 
by saying: : 

“The real crime against human- 
ity is aggression, and, in parti- 
cular, the deliberate resort to arm- 
ed aggression in defiance of the 
United Nations. The war criminals 
are the people who sanction such 
action. The weapons used are 
uite incidental to the crime. Thus 
the communists throughout the 
world have given the lie to the 
Stockholm proposal in their sup- 
port of armed aggression... 


“Just before the North Korean 
armed forces launched their un- 
provoked attack dgainst the Re- 
ublic of (South) Korea more than 
half the population of North Korea 
was reported to have signed the 
petition. This illustrates better 
than anything else the basic hyp- 
ocrisy of the communist ‘peace ap- 
peal’.” 

To Mr. Acheson’s charge of 
“hypocrisy” analysts of the Stock- 
holm appeal campaign add_ the 
charge of “misrepresentation” 
against the communists, as in the 
ease of a joint pastoral letter is- 
sued by Cardinals and Bishops 
of France on the appeal. In their 
letter, the French prelates said: 


“In such a nightmare atmos- 
phere, it is understandable that the 
Stockholm Appeal against the use 
‘of atomic weapons should have se- 
duced many generous minds.” 


In an obvious misrepresentation, 
clearly giving the impression that 
the French Cardinals and. Bishops 
urged their faithful to sign the ap- 
peal, the Peace Information Center 
of New York City, at the head of 
the signature drive in the U. 5. 
has circulated a mimeo raphed 
statement, which quotes the pre- 
lates as saying: 


“It is understandable that in this 
atmosphere of nightmare the 
Stockholm Appeal against the use 
of the atomic weapon should have 
appealed to a large number of 
noble minds.” The word “seduc- 
ed,” as the French prelates used it 
(the French word they used was 
“seduire”’), has become “appealed 
to” in the Peace Information Cent- 
er’s release. 

The Daily Worker, national or- 
fen of the Communist party in the 

. S&S. has another free-wheeling 


translation. It quotes the prelates 
as saying: 
“We can understand in this 


nightmarish atmosphere how the 
appeal of Stockholm against the 
use of atomic weapons has attract- 
ed many generous spirits.” In this 
case the prelates’ word “seduced” 
has become “attracted.” 


In the United States large na- 
tional groups are becoming articu- 
late in sharp condemnation of the 
Stockholm Appeal. National Com- 
mander George N. Craig of the 
American Legion said at Wash- 
ington that the appeal being cir- 
culated in this country is a “cold- 
ly calculated, Kremlin-directed 
plot” to soften up opposition to 
communist aggression. 


The House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee, at Washington, 
declared the § 
campaign in the U.S. to be the

The pro-Soviet policy of the 
Roosevelt-Acheson-Lattimore com- 
bine had become so discredited that 
President Truman dared not risk 
another Munich. 


At home the effect of one more 
appeasement could be a Democrat- 
ic rout in the November election. 

About Washington’s ears might 
well have tumbled the entire struc- 
ture of its Maginot Line—its coali- 
tion of democratic governments in 
the United Nations. 

Thus the American people awak- 
ened one morning to find themselv- 
es precipitated into a shooting war 
for which they were totally un- 
prepared; in which their intelli- 
gence service, as usual, was taken 
by surprise; and under conditions 
so desperately adverse that they 
might have been planned that 
way—as they actually were—by 
the most mortal of America’s ene- 
mies. 

Moscow invariably repeats the 
game pattern, which just as invari- 
ably catches Washington off guard 

The Korean trap is a reproduc- 
tion, on a larger scale, of one set 
e few years ago in Greece. 

It failed as no result of Ameri- 
ean statesmanship, but of a wind. 
fall of providence—Marshal! Tito’s 
revolt against Russian bondage. 

Communist guerillas in northern 
Greece lost their bases of rein- 
forcements and supplies in Yugo- 
hie and were promptly disposed 
of. 

_ in Korea the role of Yugoslavia 
ts to be played by Communist 
China, and there is no sign that 
Mao Tse-tung has the least in- 
tention of becoming another Tito. 
This is despite the debt of grati- 
tude owed by the Red Commissar 
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to the American State Department, 
which he has requited with endless 
outrages and menaces. 


Unlike Formosa, Korea is not an 
island but a peninsula, and its 
northern boundary is that of Man- 
churia. It is only partially ex- 
posed to sea power. 

Across the frontier, if necessary 
Red China can pour whatevey 
troops and supplies are needed to 
force the U.S. to commit itself 
to a major operation in an obscure 
land 6,000 miles from home. 


The beauty of the program is 
that the Kremlin is not directly in- 
volved and may not be required 
to expend one Russian soldier or 
a single kopeck. 


The U.S., on the contrary, is not 
merely engaged in actual war, but 
has let itself be maneuvered into 
a position which may easily con- 
demn it to a long and costly hem- 
orrhage of blood and treasure. 

The Chinese Red armies, accord- 
ing to intelligence credited in For- 
mosa, number five million men, of 
whom two million may be reckdned 
as combat troops. 

They were equipped by Russia 
from Japanese arsenals captured 
in Manchuria. 

The Kremlin’s undoubted pur- 
pose is to entangle the U.S. in a 
large-scale Asiatic adventure such 
as the Communist ¢International 
has already forced upon France 
in Indo-China and upon Great 
Britain in Malaya. 

Thereby it is hoped to shatter 
the American military-aid pro- 
gram in Europe and win a free 
hand for the accomplishment of 
Moscow’s basic goal. 

That is the mastery of all Ger- 
many, with its reservoirs of mater- 
ial manpower and the Ruhr’s steel 
and coal. 

With such resources, a German-

Would ‘Erase’ Vatican 


Among the Comintern’s boasted 
objectives is that of erasing the 
Vatican from history’s ledger. 
History will be obliged to confess 
that American policy opened the 
way for the crisis in Korea. The 
withdrawal of American troops a 
year ago created a vacuum of 
military strength. It is an axiom 
of cold war that Communist power 
flows into such voids. 

Russian troops were likewise re- 
called, but the Kremlin took care 
to fill the gulf with native divis- 
ions, commanded by Russian “ex- 
perts” and “technicians,” and 
armed with aggressive weapons. 
The Americans organized a na- 
tive constabulary, but rendered it 
incapable of defense. It had neith- 
er tanks, planes nor artillery. 

On last October 28 Congress 
passed an appropriation bill which 
earmarked $10,500,000 for imme- 
diate military, aid to Korea. Eight 
months later nothing of this grant 
had arrived in South Korea ex- 
cept $52,000 worth of baling wire. 

he Russians sealed the border 
of North Korea, but Staté Depart- 
ment policy left the frontier of 
South Korea freely’ open to Com- 
munist agents and spies. ~ 

Their handiwork was visible in 
the abnormal proportion of deser- 
tions accompanying the swift rout 
of the South Korean constabulary. 

These renegades promptly took 
to the hills in order to launch a 
guerilla campaign, with American 
machine guns and rifles, against 
American troops.

in 1940, increased by some 540,000 
pupils in the next 10 years, while 
the public schools grew by 853,651. 
The rate of increase was over- 
whelmingly in favor of the non- 
public schools. 

The same statistics show that 
between 1900 and 1950, the total 
enrollment in public elementary 
and secondary schools increased 
from 14,423,223 to 24,700,748, or 
an average of some 70 per cent, 
while the non-public (predominant- 
ly Catholic) elementary and sec- 
ondary school enrollment grew 
from 1,254,198 to 3,021,752, or 
about 140 per cent. 

While it may not be justified, 
as some have ag fee to say 
that the National Education Asso- 
ciation opposes auxiliary aid to 
non-public school children at least 
to some extent because it is 
alarmed at the more rapid growth 
of the non-public school enroll- 
ment, the figures do show the ex- 
treme error of a position that is 
being fostered in some circles. 


BASIC. ERROR 


The error is this: to assume 
that the public school system, 
important as it is, is the only 
type of education that has a 
right to exist in this country, or 
at any rate it is the only sys- 
tem of any consequence, and all 
other systems are mere appen- 
dages, umnecessary and only to 
be tolerated. 


The Supreme Court of the 
United States has written clear- 
ly for all to see the well estab- 
lished fact that private schools 
exist by as much right as the 
public schools, and that parents 
have the inalienable right to 
choose the type of education 
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of which are living. All the chil- 
dren are at home with the excep- 
tion of three married daughters 
and Sister M. Virginia, and Ruth 
and Helen, aspirants, at Mount Al- 
verno, motherhouse of the Poor 
Sisters of St. Francis Seraph of the 
Perpetual Adoration, in Mishawaka.

ing of the University of Notre 
Dame ‘History Teachers Club. 


More than 75 history teachers 


from all parts of-the United States 
discussed the problems created by 
television and decided that “tele- 
vision is here to stay and any bat- 
tle against it by educators would 
be useless.” 


Members of the Notre Dame club 
concluded first, that parents must 
take definite action with their chil- 
dren to make certain that they de- 
vote enough time to their home 
work before turning their atten- 
tions to the video screen. Surveys 
reveal, they pointed out, that chil- 
dren of school age spend more than 
thirty hours a week watching their 
favorite television programs, and 
that close supervision by the par- 
ents is needed in order that the 
home work is not neglected in fa- 
vor of this new form of educa- 
tion. 


Secondly, the Notre Dame con- 
clave went on record as favoring a 
definite cultivation of the televi- 
sion stations and networks by edu- 
cators in order that the video en- 
tertainment might include pro- 
grams of an educational nature. 
Television provides a valuable tool 
of education, it was pointed out, 
and school officials should do their 
utmost to influence the video exec- 
utives to provide educational - as 
well as purely entertaining pro- 
grams. 


Members of the club also stressed 
the need of “counteracting the 
present trend in education of sub- 
stituting social studies for the 
study of history.”
